Russ Increase 
Pressure For

LONDON 
(AP)—The 
Soviet 


Union stepped up its pressure 
Sunday for a new international 
conference on Laos, threatening 
to abandon its special responsi- 
bilities for peace in the country 
unless the West responds to its 
proposals. 


Soviet representatives 
joined 


with the British in serving as 
cochairmen of the 1962 Geneva 
Conference on Laos that result- 
ed in an international declara- 
tion aimed at guaranteeing the 
southeast 
Asian nation's neu- 


trality. Since then the Soviet 
and British foreign offices have 
served as a major channel of 
East West negotiations on Laos.

Hubbard shifted into reverse 


and stepped on the gas. He 
wheeled around the corner just 
in lime (o cut, off the escape of a 
Negro man. 


Sparacino anrl Lambise bot- 


tled him up from the other di 
rection. 


'I ain't doing nothing mis- 


ter," the Negro said. 


'No, you 
ain't 
doing any- 


thing," Sparacino said. "I sup- 
pose I broke that window!" 


"It wasn't me, officer. I was 


just passing by." 


"There's a curfew. What are 


you doing on the street any- 
way?" 


The city-wide curfew began at 


8 p.m. Saturday night. 


The man was hand-cuffed and 


brought to the police car. 


"You didn't break anything," 


Sparacino said. 


"How come you've got that 


gash on your arm, and look at 
the glass on your neck." 


The police have been at it 


since the rioting began shortly 
after 11:30 p.m. Friday. It start- 
ed when two officers attempted 
to arrest a young Negro at a 
street dance. Dozens of police 
were still on duty 28 hours after 
the first outbreak. The city has 


370 men on duty. There also are 
150 state police, 100 from sur- 
rounding towns, and about 100 
Monroe County deputy sheriffs. 
Some 35 FBI men are on the 
scene as observers to determine 
whether there are any possible 
federal violations. 


The police are beginning to 


show shortened tempers, talking 
more openly and freely about 
the need for force and power 
but they've shown considerable 
restraint. They are under orders 
not to shoot. 


Various Negro leaders have 


attributed the violent disorder 
to long-seated Negro resentment 
of police authority. 


Detectives Anthony Leonardo, 


Ed Disabato and Carl Sconfitto 
halted their police car at a nov- 
elty store where Disabalo and 
Sconfitto went t h r o u g h a 
smashed door pursuing a looter. 
At the same time, Leonardo 
drove down Ihe block when he 
saw a man running. 


As he hit the corner, Leonar- 


do drew his revolver. 


People quickly melted into the 


night shadows. 


This is a West Side Negro sec- 


lion, the one usually thought of 
as housing Negroes of observa- 
ble substance. On some of the 
streets, the houses are neat, 
well painted. 


But on the business street, li- 


quor stores, and grocery mar- 
kets, 
drug 
stores, 
clothing 


stores, t a i l o r shops, candy 
stores, taverns, 
supermarkets, 


and butcher shops, were rav- 
aged. Cash registers and safes 
lay on the walks along with 
garbage, smashed watermelon, 
sausage and bottles of instant 
coffee. 


"You tell me how this is go 


ing to get Negroes a better job 
or move into better neighbor- 
hoods or move into a better 
school," said Sgt. Charles Rich- 
ardson as he drove his emer- 


;ency truck through the area. 


The rioting enveloped the city. 
There was no apparent pat- 


tern. 


There were wild rumors. 
At police headquarters,

policemen and state troopers 
piled into a Rochester Transit 
Jo. bus to answer an emergen- 
cy call. 


"We should have a couple of 


machine guns," said a gray- 
haired officer

The 
weather was only one of the things he found 
disagreeable that April. The new overall 
commander of the Union field forces, TJ. S. 
Grant, did not let rain, snow, flooded streams 


and mud prevent his going- everywhere in 
the Army of Potomac, inspecting-, prodding- 
reproving-. Generals were learning- abruptly 
first hand, they had to adapt themselves to 
what U. S. Grant told them, even if this was 
contrary to War Department approval 


Patrick found himself in the middle as 


bureaucrats in Washington opposed any 
changes which diminished the authority they 
asserted. Patrick's preparations for new 
prison camps near Washing-ton, in anticipa- 
tion of need for them, were cancelled per- 
emptorialy by the assistant secretary of 
War, Charles A. Dana. Combatting of es- 
pionage and Immorality called for Army au- 
thority over sutlers, traders and other civil- 


ians with access to the 
camps.

Turned away, he en- 
listed in the 24th Wisconsin Infantry. Hav- 
ing fought with bravery and conspicuous 
leadership at Franklin, Perryville, Stonea 
River and Missionary Ridge, he was an 18- 
year-old first lieutenant who had been cited 
repeatedly. {After the war MacArthur was 
awarded the Medal of Honor in the name of 
Congress for heroism at Missionary Ridge.) 


Further gallantry and effectiveness as an 


officer won him promotion to major at 19 
and lieutenant colonel at 20. He was wound- 
ed in action three times. 


His decision to make the Army a career 


meant reversion to lieutenant. MacArthur 
earned 
advancement back to lieutenant 


colonel, then up to colonel, brigadier and 
major general in the Western 'Indian cam- 
paign, the Cuban liberation war, Philippines 
pacification 
operations. He was military 


governor of the Philippines, 1900-1901. 


He had married Mary Pinckney Hardy in 


1875. Their son Douglas was born at a 
frontier post in 1880, while the Army stUI 
had much Indian fighting to do. Douglas 
grew up determined on a military career. A 
West Point cadet while his father was in the 
Philippines, he began his own. service in the 
islands following graduation in I903i

How're you going to keep 'em down on the 


farm, after they've seen Nairobi? The World 
Health Organization reports that the industrial 
countries' trek from farm to city and suburb— 
now many years old—is being duplicated in 
what is termed the developing countries. 


WHO thinks this migration may reach 


"catastrophic proportions" within the next 20 
years. The agency concludes that the next most 
pressing problem will be that of urban and sub- 
urban congestion. 


Doubling of the world's population to six 


billion by the year 2000 will, of course, aggravate 
this situation, and intensify health problems. 
Absence of sanitation in these countries has re- 
sulted in the appearance of a new mosquito 
which breeds in contaminated water and spreads 
the disease of elephantiasis. 


Nor have industrialized countries escaped 


the consequences of congestion. Air pollution, 
caused largely by industrial smoke and car 
fumes, menaces health and.destroys beauty in 
these supposedly advanced nations. 


The time for effective action, whether in un- 


derdeveloped or industrialized countries, is now.

A. Lindbergh brought his plane out of California to a 
Long Island field before taking off for Paris on the 
first continent-to-continent transocean hop. He did it 
without benefit of the expensive organizations that were 
backing the other fliers. Here in Santa Barbara his 
son. Jon M. Lindbergh, carries on unobstrusively in 
another medium, but lo the same end of subduing nature 
to the needs of men. 


Jon Lindbergh and • few venturesome associ- 


ate* are engaged in what seems to the uninitiated 
layman fo be the extremely hazardous business of 
making de«p sea dives for offshore nil drilling com- 
panies, 
telephone 
companies 
with 
underwater 


cables, and municipalities with, oceanic .sewage 
disposal outlets. They work two and three hundred 
leet down, breathing a mixture of oxygen and hel- 
him under heavy pressures, getting some twenty or 
or more minute* of effectiveness on the ocean floor 
to five or six hours spent In a decompression tank 
to avoid that ancient disease of divers known as 
the bends. Diving is an expensive and exacting 
profession, but Jon Lindbergh makes a routine 
matter of checking every last safety detail, just as 
his father did when he was pioneering new air 
routes all over the world. 


What impresses one in talking with Jon Lindbergh 


Is the family tradition of taking great chances while 
leaving nothing to chance. There are other family tradi- 
tions involved as well. Poetry manifests itself in the 
appreciation of Jon Lindbergh's watery world, as when 
he dispatches a telegram from four hundred feet under 
the ocean in the Bahamas to his daughter Christine de- 
scribing the cavortings of a fish eating orange peels and 
a bit of plastic. This is the son of poet Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh speaking. It is sensitivity married to great 
daring. 


The whole Jon Lindbergh household personifies the 


traditions of pioneers. Jon's wife Barbara is a Robbins. 
Jim Robbins, Barbara's father, was an inventor and a 
builder who did great work all over the West. His 
specialty was the construction of gigantic boring mach- 
ines for use in mines and other tunneling operations. 


Barbara Lindbergh's childhood was spent hi 


remote places; she remembers such (hings as mak- 
ing a crash landing at the age of twelve with her 
father on the sandbar at a cold Alaskan river and 
being unable to take off. The river water rose, 
drowning the plane, and father and daughter had . 
to swim to shore. There followed the chancy trek 
back to civilization down the river, swimming 
freezing tributaries that flowed 
into the main 


stream, and living on sugar cubes that had been 


* forehandedly provided by a pioneer who was care- 
* ful *» Charles Lindbergh himself. 


Jim Robbins was lost in an airplane crash on a 


flight between Colorado and Puget Sound. His son 
Dick Robbins.found himself the head of a family busi- 
ness with headquarters in Seattle that had depended on 
the father's reputation for inventiveness. With contracts 
disappearing all over the lot, Dick Robbins had to sell 
off the office equipment and reduce the payroll to 
virtually one stenographer. But the business came back 
when Dick Robbins made a great success with a boring 
machine designed for use in Tasmania. Last year Dick 
Robbins made 11 trips to Europe and four trips around 
the world in connection with his own family's methods 
of subduing nature to the needs of men.

Professor 
Ettinger discusses at length our 
present knowledge of those tech- 
niques.

of mankind if freezing fails to 
preserve our sense of humor.
